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ESGAPED AS BY MIRACLE 
OUT OF CHARNEL HOUSE 


Thrilling Stories Are Told by Those Who Were so 
~ Fortunate as to Survives=Persons Became 
Demons in Their Terror. 


Chicago, December 30.—Waiters and 
cooks from Thompson's restaurant, which 
adjoins the theater on the east, roscued 
fifteen people by raising a ladder from 
the roof of a shed to a window in the 
rear of the building around which a mass 
of screaming women and children were 
engrégated. C. .Little, the head cook, 
mounted to the top of the ladder and told 


- 


them to jump into his arms, Fifteen wom- 
en and children did this and were passed 
by Little down to other men on the lad- 
aer below him. 

One of the marvelous escapés was that 
made by the members of a theater party 
given by Miss. Charlotte BE. Plamondon, 
of Chicago. The party was made up of a 
number of prominent socléty péople of 
this city. Miss Plamondon.said: 

“IT could see little girls and boys in the 
orchestra chairs pointing upward to the 
slowly moving line of flames along the 
top of the drop curtain. One of the stage 
hands wearing overalls appeared before 
the footlights and requested the audience 


'to keep their seats, as there was no dan- 
son Of | 


ger. Eddie Foy then went to the front of 
the stage and commanded the people to 
remain calm, saying that if they would 
keep thelr seats the danger would be 
averted. The curtain, however, still 
burned, pieces of the smouldering cloth 
falling into the orchestra pit. An cffort 
Was made by the stage hands to arrange 
the curtain so that the blazing fragments 
would not drop into the pit. 
Rush of Maddened People. 


“Tt looked over the faces of tho au- 
dience,”’ said Miss Plamondon, ‘and re- 
marked how many children were pres- 


ent.. I:could see their facts filled with in- 
terest and their eyes wide open as they 
watched the burning curtain. Just then 
the people in the balcony rose to thelr 
feet and crowded forward to obtain a 
better view of the fire. Eddie Foy rushed 
to the center of the stage again and 
waived his arms in a gesture, meaning 
for the people to be seated, At that in- 
stant a woman in the rear of the place 
screamed ‘Fire’ and the entire audience 
of women and children rose fo their feet 
filled with uncontrollable terror. In an- 
other instant there was a confused roar 
made by d thousand people as they rush- 
ed madly fram the impending danger. 
“On the stage the chorus girls who had 
aroused my admiration because of the ex- 
hibition of presence of mind turned to 
fiec, but many of them were overcome be- 
fore they could take a step. Several of 
them fell to the floor and 1 saw the men 


in the cast and the stage hands carrv 
, them off the stage. The upholstering

Then there came a great roar, and 
a great draft of air and the flames shot 
out over the parquette of the theater un- 
til it seemed to me as though they must 
reach the very front walis of the build- 
ing. There were but few men in the 
audience, but I] saw several of them pull- 
ing and pushing women and children 
aside they fought like maniacs. to 
reach the exits. I saw a number of lit- 
tle children trampled under foot and 
none of them arose again. 
Black Crush of Human Beings. 

“In the balcony the scene was beyond 
my power to describe. There was a wig 
black crush of human beings, each one 
apparently fighting everybody else. 
balcony was so steep that many fell be- 
fore they had left the first four 
of seats. The exits to the fire escapes 
were choked and those in the rear rushed 
with all the strength tigey 
upon those who were nearer 
way. 

“As I started up the aisle, a man rushed 
into me and knocked me down. I was 
so stricken that i grew weak and sank 
into ene of the orchestra chairs, and af- 
ter that I hardly remember anything. In 
some way I reached the main entrance, 
where men were kicking against the 
doors and shattering the glass and pan- 
els in their attempts to afford a larger 
space for the exit of the people. Many 
fell as they reached the door where a few 
steps more would have carried them to 
fresh air and safety. As I look at it 
now I must have been walking on pros-

Chig@go, December 30.—The. Iroquois 
aeak disaster was vastly more de- 
Structlve to human life than any other 
play house fire in the history of the 
world; The fire next to it in point of 
lives lost occurred December 5, 1876, in 
Conwaysbrook theater, Brooklyn, N. Y., 
where 295 of the audience perished in the 
flames. The day after Christmas, in 
I8il, while. the play, ‘“‘The Bleeding 
Nun,’ was being performed in a theater 
in Richmond, Va., a fire started that 
burnéa seventy-five persons to death, 
among them. being the governer of the 
state, George W. Smith. The old world 
supplies no instances of fires in theaters 
that may be classed with the three men- 
tioned, 
Scared Actors to Save Them. 


eHNa Warren, of Detroit, and her s30n, 
5 years old.

Above 
the stage, perhaps 1/2 feet higher than 
the top of the curtain, exposed to the 
audience, was a swinging platform from 
which 12 calciums were’ operated. 

“It appeared to me that one of the 
calcilums had flared up and the Sparks 
ignited the lint on the curtain. Instantly 
[ turned my attention toward the stage 
and I saw that the song was being car- 
ried out and that many of the actors 
and actresses had not get discovered the 
blaze. Just then the tireman who is kept 
behind the scenes rushed up with some 
kind of a patent fire extinguisher. In- 
stead of the stream from the apparatue 
striking the flam’s, it went almost in the 
opposite direction, Up to this time the 
flames had not been in sight of the au- 
dience. While the stazge fireman was 
working in an endeavor to use the chemi-

Russia's pur- 
pose seems to be to put the onus of 
declaring war upon Japan, if such be 
the result of the negotiations, 
JAPAN IS MOBOLIZING 
SOLDIERS FOR KOREA 
Berlin, December 30.—News has been re- 
ceived here confirming previous reports 
that Japan is mobilizing, probably with 
the object of occupying Korea. The con- 
firmation has reached the German gov 
ernment officially, and it {s interpreted 
here, as in Paris, to mean, not that 
Japan intends to send an ultimatum to 
Russia, but that Japan may occupy Ko- 


rea without Russla considering it a casus 
belll. 


Bhe situation is regarded here tonight 


as developing rapidly, yet not necessarily, 
toward war. 


The foreign office continues to assursa 
inquirers that the German governmen: 
does not believe war will issue from 
the Japanese-Russian controversy. This 
is also the view of the press, whether 
derived from official sources or as inde- 
pendent opinion. 

It does not appear that Sir Frank C. 
Lascelies, the British ambassador here, 
as previously caibled, said that war {s not 
unlikely* unless Russia yields. The Jap- 
anese legation believes and hopes Russia 
Will grant Japan’s just reques Baron 
‘Von <Asten-Sacken, the Russian ambas- 
sador, has been accepting invitations in 
unusual numbers, appearing at break- 
fasts, receptions, dinners and balls, se- 
rene and confi€ent, always taking {t as 
an impossibility that the situation in the 
Far East is even grave. Others of the 
diplomatic corps seem to be without news 
and express general idets, the only safe 
one being that “hostilities are quite un- 
likely,”’ and that each side is testing its 
adversary to the breaking point.

JAPAN PREPARING 

FOR THE VERY wWonsT 

Washington, December 30.—The Japan- 
ese minister called at the state depart- 
ment today and reported that the situa- 
tion in the Far East is one that gives 
great concern and that Japan is making 
preparations for the worst. It is hoped, 
however, that Russia will reconsider her 
first answer .to Japan’s request. 

At the Russian embassy and at the 
Japanese legation the Associated Press ts 
informed that the situation in the Far 

fast has entered upon a critical stage. 
Both the Russian ambassador, Count Cas- 
sini, and Mr. Koy > Takahira,t he Jap- 
anese minister, express the hope that war 
is not yet inevitable. Count Cassini goes 
further and is o f the opipion that the 
situation may yet be saved without re- 
course to arms, but the ambassador has 
no official advices on which to base this 
belief and it is only his personal view of 
_ the matter. Mr, Takahira takes a more 
pessimistic view of the case. 

Russia and Japan are receiving numefr- 
ous letters from Americans all over the 
country offering their services in the 
event of war. The Russian ambassador 
and the Japanese ininister are declining 
all offers of assistance. 

At the Japanese legation the announce- 
ments authorized that for days Mr, Taka- 
hira’s mail bas contained many letters 
from Americans wishing to enlist in the 
Japanesé army in case of war. The min- 
ister is. sending a personal note to €acn 
writer expressing the profound appre- 
ciation of the Japanese people for this 
evidence of sympathy and support on the 
part of the citizens of the United States, 
but saying that even if assistance were 
needed the laws of Japan preclude the 
employment of any foreign troops. Fur- 
thermore, Japan's army and navy are 
adequate to meet the emergency. Mr. 
Takahira has advised his government 
by cable of these offers of assistance 
and the Japanese embassies and lega- 
tions throughout Europe aise will be 
made aware of this demonstration of 
American sympathy.

Streiuous Efforts for Peace by 
Minister Deleasse 


Pressure Brought To Bear on Russia. 
Majority of the Diplomats in 
London, However, Are Not 
Hopeful as to Final 
Outcome. 


London, December $80.—Lord Lans- 
downe’s diplomatic reception today cen- 
tered on the Far Eastern crisis. The Rus- 
Sian ambassador, Count Benckendorff. 
was unable to give the British foreign 
secretary any definite information re. 
sarding the tenor of the Brit.sh reply to 
Japan, as he had received no advices on 
the subject from St. Petersburg. 

The foreign secretary adopted a slight- 
ly more hopeful tone to the other am- 
bassadors than has prevailedgat the for- 
eign office for the last few days. The 
Associated Press learns that this is chiefly 
due to the persistent belief of the French 
foreign minister, M. Delcasse, that he 
will be able to prevail on Russia to 
make such compromises as wil] avert 
war. 

Ambassador Choate, after a conference 
with ‘Lord Lansdowne, expressed his con- 
tinued conviction that a pacific solution 
would be found, and said the indications 
were not warlike. His bellef was not 
shared by some of Lord. Lansdowne’s 
other callegs, notably the German ambas- 
sador, Count Wolff-Metternich. 

Japanese Minister Talks. 

Baron Hayashi, the Japanese minister, 
when questioned by a representative 
the Associated Press¢regarding M. 
casse’s hopeful attitude, said he 
aware the French foreign minister was 
making strenuous efforts for peace. So 
far as Baron Hayash: knew tonight, 
had not vet been crowned with success. 
But the Japanese minister laid consid- 
erable stress on the Associated Press dis- 
patch from Paris yesterday (announcing 
that the French government did not be- 
lieve that war between Russta and Ja- 
pan would break out), and said: 

“The French government must be in a 
better position than that of any other 
power to know the nature of the Russian 
reply. If they are honest in saying they 
do not believe there is danger of war, 
ther must be pretty certain Russia _ will 


agree at least to the spirit of the Japa- | 


nese proposals, Up to now we have had 
no indication of this, and unless Rus- 
sia does agree there scarcely seems any 
way of averting war. i only trust M. 
Delcasse will be successful.’ 

Minister Hayashi said the Russian evac- 
uation of Manchuria is not ons of the 
Japanese cardinal demands. 

Baron Hayashi has declared that in the 
event of war, he had the best authority 
for saying that France would not join 
forces with Russia, even should China co- 
operate with Japan, and that the triple 
ullianee would preserve strict neutr al- 
ity. For the former scheme Baron Havya- 
shi’s authority is not known and his be- 
lief In France’s neutrality in case of 
China joinine in the conflict creates: some 
doubt and astontshment. 

In diplomatic circles here there is no in- 
dication when the Russian reply may be 


expected. 
Regarded as Warlike. 

At the foreign office, and at the Jap- 
anese, Americag and other legations, the 
Novoe Vremya's editorial of today is 
regarded as warlike, but the suggestion 
was made at one embassy that the ré- 
marks might really be intended for home 
consumption, In order to make a possible 
compromise more palatable to the Rus- 
sian war party. 

Great Britaln appears to be confining 
her diplomatic efforts to preserve peace 
solely at Paris and Tokio.

Vir- 
ginia, where the professors have rarely 
more than eight or ten hours of recita- 
tions a week and the students were lim- 
ited to nine. 

“Again, on account of the low stand- 
ards for entrance and the low cost num- 
bers of yvoung men are crowding into our 
technical schools who really have no in- 
tention of preparing themselves for _ in- 
dustrial pursuits, but are simply. seeking 
a cheaper education. It Is unfortunate for 
the technical schools-and for our country 
that this should be so, These schools are 
doing a great work for our land and we 
have good cause to'be proud of them, 
but are too jealously watched by the va- 


! rlous legislatures to allow of their expan- 
gion along the lines of a 


eneral educa- 
tion, and there fs no need for such dupli- 
cation of ordinary college work. 

Lastly I would plead for a higher schol- 
arship. We are all pleased at the great

MAJOR SLATON 
MAKES REPORT 


It Shows Crowded Condi- 
tion of Girl’s High 
School, 


Major Slaton. superintendent of .the 
public schools of the city, will submit 
& preliminary report to Mayor Evan P. 
Howell today concerning the work of the 
public schools and their needs during the 
next year. 

This report is made to the mayor in 
order that he may know the needs of the 
schools and consider it In his report to 
the new council. 

The principal point which will be 
stressed in the report of Superintendent 
Sluton ts the crowded condition of the 
Girls’ High school and the necessity for 
scme new arrangement to accommodate 
the ever-increasing number of applicants. 
During the present year, by using all 
cvailable room and crowding every de- 
partmet, 517 girle were seated. Now 
subtracting from this number those who 
are in the graduating class and those who 
will probably not return at the Opening 
of the next year, it is estimated that the 
attendance on the opening day will be 
450. At the present time there ure 
something over 300 girls in the eighth 
grade who are preparing to enter the 
high sechool. Judging from past records 
about 250 of these will enter. Thts there 
wil] be about 450 old girls and 250 new 
omes, making a total of 700. When it is 
found to be difficult to seat 500, Super- 
intendent Slaton asks how it will be pos- 
sible to seat 700. 

He also submits a report’of the num- 
ber of teachers, the number of children, 
giving the number of white and negro 
children. His report deals also with the 
reeded salaries for the teachers of the 
two new schools, and with other mut- 
ters of interest.
